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To the Members of the School Board: 

Gentlemen: 

The past year in the schools of Springfield has been 
a quiet one, marked by steady routine work and good 
order and attendance on the part of our pupils. There 
are four schools in operation this year—the same as were 
operated last year—and the enrollment is very nearly the 
same.

Since September 4th, nine pupils have entered the 
Maxfield school and one has dropped out, making a total 
of 8 at that school. 

The buildings are seriously in need of repair par- 
ticularly the ceilings. At the Morgan and Maxfield 
schools the ceilings are actually in a dangerous condition 
and should be repaired at once; a coat of light colored 
paint on all ceilings would improve the lighting conditions 
of the schoolhouses considerably. 

We are fortunate in retaining the services of our 
experienced teachers for another year. Miss Bailey is 
serving her first year of teaching at Maxfield, taking Miss 
Harris’ place. The one outstanding loss to the district is 
the resignation of Miss Maud E. Towle at the Village. 
Miss Towle is a difficult teacher to replace for she was 
fast becoming a model rural school teacher. Teachers 
who can teach effectively a school numbering 25 pupils 
distributed through seven and eight grades are exceed- 
ingly difficult to find and when found are very difficult 
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to keep for many other districts are seeking them at siz- 
able salaries. Teachers there are in plenty, but teachers 
of Miss Towle’s calibre are few. Diligent search has been 
made and no teacher who could be engaged as a perman- 
ent teacher has yet been found with whom we felt we 
could trust the interests of the pupils of this school. Sev- 
eral changes have already occurred at this school during 
the time since Thanksgiving, but we feel that the stand- 
ards of instruction are being kept up and that no se- 
rious educational loss has yet been felt. 

The district was fortunate in securing for a second 
time the services of Mrs. Pillsbury at Sanborn. We al- 
ways know that work at this school is going well, and 
that the physical and educational interests of the pupils 
are being well looked after when Mrs. Pillsbury is in 
charge. The same may be said of our veteran teacher, 
Mr. George H. Gould at Morgan school. 

During the present year we have made application 
to the State for financial aid, the financial burden of the 
support of our public schools beginning to be felt. 

In concluding this brief sketch of the school system 
as it is, we wish to thank the School Board and citizens 
for their many courtesies and loyal support.
